There are 2,1 39 of Bristol s children attending the public 
schools of the borough. At the I ligh School budding, winch 
embraces the high school and eight other grades, tin*re are 
being educated 577 pupils in the high school and 547 in the 
grades; 331 pupils attend the Jefferson avenue school, and 
the Washington street school has 141 pupils. 
I he Beaver

lightenment of its school children that many a metropolitan 
city might envy. In addition to having 2,500 volumes on its 
shelves, there has been installed a very comprehensive Refer­ 
ence Section. Min h expert wisdom has been displayed in pro­ 
viding the equipment tor this section. I he reference selections 
will meet tilt* needs of the pupils in all grades from the lowest 
to tin highe st ones. In addition to special reference sets cov­ 
ering English, I listory, and general information, it contains 
six standard sets of encyclopedias. 


I he D ew ey Decimal Library System, whic h is regarded 
by librarians the world ove r as the best, is used for classifica­ 
tion. I he boo ks cover the following fields: I literature, I listory, 
Biography, I rave l, Science*, Social Science, and Languages. 
Sections have also be e n installed on I’iction and Juvenile sub­ 
jects. Another section int hided is made up of books that tile 
pupils are required to read iii the* English Course's. All books 


e x c e p t , ejf course , those in the* re*fe*re*nce* sec tion, .ire allowed 
to !)<• taken by the* pupils to their homes. It can be obse*rve*d 
at a glance* that the Bristol Schools Library is not only very 
complete but is arranged so as to give* any pupil an oppor­ 
tunity to make* good and fruitful use of it. 


Now a word about the finances. According to the* Audi­ 
tors Re port of the borough school district for the ye*or ending 
july 2, 1935, the estimated value of the* school buildings and 
sit<*s, text books and equipment is $572,809.90. 
In other 
words, the* school property is worth ove r half a million dollars, 
an amount equal to the* capital stock of m a n y large business 
concerns. A nd like* th** managers of many larg** businesses, 
the School Board of Bristol has had to exercise, on account of 
the depression, the* wisest kind of e*< onomy in order to carry em 
within the budge t. For instance, the* net se bool taxes collected 
during the* year ending July 2, 19 i4, was $ I 02,118.24. While 
for the* year ending on a similar date* this year the taxes col­ 
le t e d amounte d to but $82,587.16, being a loss through the 
de pression of $19,7 ii,0 8 . 
I here was also a falling off this 
year of $12,248.58 in the* receipts. But still the school board 
bas managed through most acute economics, that we're* forced 
upcm them, to surmount the financial difficulties by which 
ih* y were confronted.
